Patents to California Inventors. 
W ashington. March 13*.h,—The following

W ashington, March 13ih.—The continued 
illuesa of Secretary Folger has revived the 
report that he will soon resign.

Washington, March 13th.—In the parlors 
of the Arlington Hotel this afternoon, a dele­ 
gation ct clergymen met the Malagassy Em­ 
bassadors. and presented them with resolu­ 
tions of sympathy in their threatened trouble 
with Frene». The leader of the Embassy 
replied at length, and with feeling, upon the 
dangers menacing their country, particularly 
the danger of uprooting Christianity, only a 
short time established tiers. 
The “ Passion Play” In fourt Again. 
New Y obs, March 13th.—Salmi Morse 
was placed on trial to-day in the Court of 
Special SetsioDS, on ths charge of exhib­ 
iting a play without having procured a li­ 
cense for the building in which it was pro­ 
duced. The testimony befare the Police 
Magistrate wrb admitted as evidence, ai d 
several parties testified that they had wic- 
messed the play without paying env admis­ 
sion fie. The counsel for Morse asked that 
the complaint be dismissed, arguing that tb,e 
“ Passion” is not a play, and that the per­ 
formance which was interrupted by the po-. 
lice was not a public exhibition. Af er ar­ 
gument cm either side Justice Smith an­ 
nounced his decision that the ‘ Pasión” i: a 
play, but that the peif 'rmcnce was not a 
public one. Tho complaint was then dis­ 
missed, and the prisoner ciieharged. Justice 
Kilberth dissented from the opinion. An­ 
other private rehearsal will soon ho at­ 
tempted, 
• 
The StRr Route C. se. 
W ashington, March 13th.—The defense 
contiuned the presentation of petitions and 
other papers in the star route trial chis morn­ 
ing. After about two hours had been con­ 
sumed in reading, Ingersull said his supply of 
papers was exhausted, but he was hopeful of 
finding some for the afternoon BesBion. Al­ 
though the Court seemed to attach small im­ 
portance to this kind of evidence, remarking 
that the house was full of it and it would not 
weigh a feather,Wilson_procured a fresh sup­ 
ply acd continued reading. 
PugUistlc Matters. 
B oston, March 13th.—John L. Sullivan 
has never been eatisfied wiih himself since 
his failure to kncck “ Tug” Wilson out of 
time in tcur rounds at Madison Square Gar­ 
den, whereVTug” ont-mcr.euvered him by 
avoiding the sledge-hammer blows of tbe 
Boston exponent of pugilism. Wilson left 
these hospitable shores in a way that did not 
speak well for his reputed courage. Sullivan 
has an earnest desire to meet “ Tug” Wilson 
again, and unless the English worthy of the 
pugilistic arena seeks safety in flight, the 
champion will seek him in England btfore 
the summer days have come. Preparations 
have already been made by Sullivan and 
Patsy Sheppard for a tour through England, 
Scotland and Ireland, beginning in May. 
New Y ork, March 13th.—James Dunce, 
who was one of the pali-tearem at Elliott’s 
funeral Sunday, was elected Keeper of the 
City Hall in Brooklyn Monday by the Com­ 
mon Council. He was indicted for man­ 
slaughter in 1S57, for having caused tho 
death of Francis Deilamatre by stabbing him 
with a pecket-knife. He escaped conviction, 
as he did many years later when he was in­ 
dicted for election frauds. In Msv, 1863, he 
fought James Elliott in the ring on Jersey 
City Heights. After twelve rounds, which 
lasted thirty-five minutes, ho was declared 
victor on a foul by Mike Norton, the referee. 
He was then recognized as tho heavy-weight 
champion. He was matched to fight ex­ 
Alderman William Dwyer for §2,000, but the 
fight never came off. In 1865 he fought Bill 
Davis, of California, in Pike county, Penn­ 
sylvania, winning §2,000 and the title of 
champion. 
The fight lasted forty-three 
rounds. 
New Y ork, March 13th.—Billy Edwards, 
the pugilist, had a great benefit to-night in 
Macdson Square Garden. Sullivan said if 
Fox would bring along his “ big stiff" 
(Slade) with money, he would accommodate 
him. 
A Pnllninu Sleeper Rnrjicd. 
F ittsburg, March 13th.—A Washington 
sleeper on tho Western express, due here on 
the Pennsylvania Kailway at 8:45 A. M., 
caught fire near Wilmot Station, Alleghany 
Mountains, and was entirely consumed. The 
passengers escaped without injury, but lost 
nearly all their ciothirg. Among those in the 
car wero General Pennon, Agent Dudley, 
Colonel Ben. Wilson, ex-Congressman from 
West Virginia ; General Ccckcns, of In­ 
diana; Colonel Davidson, of Beaver, Pa.; 
Colonel Porter, Postmaster at Connellsvilie, 
Pa. When the train arrived here many of 
the passengers were half naked. The Pull­ 
man Company’s loss is §20,000. 
The Miikes-N'ntt Murder Trial. 
UniONTOwn (Pa.), March 13.h.—The 
Dukes-Nutt murder trial was resumed this 
morning. 
Letters written by Dubes to 
Captain Nutt were put in evidence and 
created a sensation. Dukes Ecknowlec’gea 
unsolicited that he had illicit intercourse with 
Nutt’s daughter, and gives the alleged town 
rumors effecting her character. The prosecu­ 
tion rested. The defense proceeded to show 
that after the shooting Dukes said he was 
sorry for what he had done, but acted only 
in seif-defenee, as Nutt otherwise would have 
killed him. 
A Krtglitrnlng Sltnnllon. 
H elena (Ark.), March 13th.—The river 
has declined one inch during the past twelve 
hours. The levees here are so Becure that 
the city is safe, wind or no wind. Trains 
over the Iron Mountain and Southern Rail­ 
way will be pnt on »gain to-day, making a 
transfer at the Largueville bridge by boat. 
The situation is brighter than ot any period 
since the high water pressure set in. Busi­ 
ness in th9 city has been resumed, and the 
outlook is cheering and hopeful. One of the 
peculiar circumstances of the prerent oveifl >w 
is the washing away of Island No. 6, situated 
in the middle of the Mississippi river. Now 
no vestige ia left to show where it once stood. 
This island was abont sixty miles below 
Helena. 
A V illainous S w indler. 
Troy (N. Y.), March 13th.—It is discov­ 
ered that Emmett O'Neil, a Schenectady 
broker, recently failed and fiad. He vic­ 
timized parties in Schenectady and Duane- 
burg not less than §250,000. Having the 
handling of his ialhet s estate, he was pre­ 
sumably wealthy, acd was elected a Director 
of the Schenectady Bank. From the books 
of the bank it is learned that many farm­ 
ers of Dnansbnrg gave him funis to invest. 
He obtained possession of the money by 
plausible representations, and gave as secur­ 
ity forged mortgages. Where further se­ 
curity was asked, he even forged assignments 
to mortgages, including the Cpunty Clerk’s 
certificate and a copy of the record. Wid­ 
ows, orphans and the industrious poor were 
alike his victims, as well as the wealthy 
losers. Every person in Bchenectady was 
swindled. His mother and sisters are left 
penniless. Before leaving Schenectady, or, 
the midnight train, O’Neil, taking a §100 
greenback in bis hand, went about aiking 
change. No one could change it, and he bor­ 
rowed a few dollars of - each storekeeper. 
O’Neil went to New York, where it is said 
hs made an unsuccessful attempt to raise 
$20,000 on a forged security. It is believed 
that ho has gone to Europe. His wife, two 
daughters and a son are still in Schenec­ 
tady. ' “¡The Code” In Virginia.

francs. 
P a ris, March 13th.—The Government is 
considering the qnestion of providing work 
for persons out of employment. 
Lyons, March 13th.—Tho Court of Appeals 
has confirmed the sentences of the anarchists 
Bordat, Bernard, Gauthier, Rickard and 
others. The sentences of seventeen anarch­ 
ists were mitigated. 
P aris, March 13;h.—The Chambers will 
adjourn on the 20th, and thus be able to leg­ 
islate in case of disorders on the 18 tb, when 
the Socialists propose a meeting in the 
Champs de Mare.

Ruise has been elected Vice-President of the 
Colombian Sscate. 


PACiPIC COAST NEWS. 
For several days Jacksonville, Oregon, had 
no butter. 
Helena, M. T., reciived its first freight via 
tho Northern Pacific last week. 
Redding is canvassing to see how much 
stock will be taken in a town hall. 
Railway surveys will soon be commenced 
in the Siskiyou mountains, Oregon. 
A national bsnk, it is said, will soon be es­ 
tablished in the town of Union, Or. 
There are 222 boys and 236 girls between 
the ages of 6 end 20 years in Jacksonville 
(Or.) school district, 
In Union county, Oregon, tho price of lum­ 
ber has been advanced from §12 to §20, and 
from §20 to §30 per thousand. 
It is reported that a large proportion of the 
fruit trees in Grand Rende valley, OregoD, 
have been killed by coid weather. 
Dsni.l Tyer and Ben Dye had a hard fight 
with a 160 pcund wildcat in Calaveras county 
a few days rgo, but finally dispatched the an­ 
imal. 
It was rumored at San Diego last week 
that the California Smthern Railroad had 
been sold to the Uni in Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany. 
The plans for the building to be occupied 
by the new national bank at Yakima City, 
\V. T., have arrived, and tbe building will 
socn be erected. 
John Taylor, cf Gridley, found two tin 
Cove oyster cans with gold dust in them a 
few days ago while riding across prairie land. 
He sold ths dust for §335 65. 
The recent cold weather has damaged the 
Shoalwater Bay oyster beds, in Washington 
Territory, and it is thought the trade will be 
seriously affected this spriDg.

A ahot fired at the point 
opposite echoeB and re-echoes, and then all Is 
still for a moment, when a rattla like the dis­ 
charge of musketry is heard and then a thun­ 
dering reverberation away iu the direction cf 
Saddle mountain. 
The Gridley (Butte county) Herald says : 
The equinoctial season has never passed since 
1832 without copious showers. In that year, 
we are told by men who obtain their informa­ 
tion from Spaniards in the cattle business 
here ait the ^ time, that there was no shower 
here sufficient to moisten the ground from 
early December until the following autumn. 
No green vegetation was to be seen the f*!- 
lowing spring and summer, except along tho 
banks of the sloughs and streams, and large 
numbers of cattle perished. 
A horrible story comes from Jacksonville, 
Or., which say» that at about I o’clock last 
Sunday William Justus, one of the oldest 
settlers of that valley, was shot and kii’ed 
instantly by his son, John Justus. The son’s 
statement is that he was about putting away 
his rifle, after attempting to kill a chicken 
hawk, when it was discharged, the ball pass­ 
ing through his father’s head. A Coro­ 
ner’s jury was summoned Sunday after­ 
noon, and were investigating all day. Va­ 
rious opinions are held concerning the affair, 
which, in the l’ght of all the circumstances, 
looks very mysterious.

She was the mother of Mrs. Henry Honoré, 
of Chicago, the grandmother of Mrs. Colonel 
Fred. Grant and Mrs. Potter Palmer, of 
Chicago. 
At Lebanon, Pa., the Reform Church of 
the United States has found Rev. Alex. S. 
Keiser, of Pottsville, guilty of unlawful in­ 
timacy, breach of promise of marriage and 
falsehood, and deposed him from the Chris­ 
tian ministry. 
It is reported that the chief sovereigns and 
princes who were at Berlin during the cele­ 
bration of the silver wedding of the Crown 
Prioce and Princess, have agreed to be repre­ 
sented at the ceronatiou of tho Czar by Em­ 
bassadors only. 
It is announced that Harper Brothers have 
purchased three lots in Great Jones street. 
New York, running through to Bond Btreet, 
for the_ erection of a spacious and elegant 
publishing house for their retail business, 
which, with the land, will cost §500,000. 
The general impression among officials at 
the Treasury Department iu Woshingfon ¡3 
that Assistant Treasurer Wiman will be ap­ 
pointed to succeed Treasurer Gilfillan, but the 
President says he will bo guided sntirely in 
this matter by the Secretary of the Treasury. 
The Citizens’ Committee for the suppres­

The Window Glass Workers’ Association 
of North America, with headquarters at 
Pittsburg, are preparing a bill to be presented 
at the operiiog^ of the next session of Con­ 
gress, making it an cfferse, punishable by 
fine and imprisonment, to import any class 
of workmen under contract to work for cer­ 
tain wages for any given length of time. 
Al Pacha, who nine years ago committed 
a horrible murder, was arrested at Fort Fat- 
terman, Wyoming, Monday.

Ma­ 
son, winner of the last race and the twelve- 
hour Astley belt, Littlewood, Day and Simp­ 
son have entered with Roweil, so there will 
be at least five starters. Mason has the best 
record for a tw6lve-hour race. 
The resignation of Admiral vou Slosch, 
chief of the Ministry of Marine, was partly 
due to a difference with Bismarck in regard 
to the recent action of the Captain of the 
German corvette Elizabeth iu seizing a piece 
of territory near H r.gkong, and partly be­ 
cause the Cabinet declined to accept the pro­ 
posal of Admiral von Slosch to expend 30,- 
000.000 marks in fortifying Kiel. 
Cleveland and New York were connected 
by telephone for several hours Monday after­ 
noon. Gentlemen In the office of the Postal 
Telegraph Company in New York spoke and 
Bang before the Improved Telephone party in 
Cleveland.

testimony Concerning the Southern Pa­ 
cific Kallioad. 
(Special to the Rscord-Vnion.) 
San Francisco, March 13th. — At the 
meeting of tho Board cf K.ilroad Commis­ 
sioners to-day all the members were precent. 
The hearing of the c .se of Richards 4 Hat- 
tiaon vs. the Central Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany was sot for hearing to-iucrrow morning. 
Mr. Foote presented complaints received 
from B. B. McCrosky, of Hollister, alleging 
excessive rates charged upon the Southern 
Pacific Radroad. Also an anonymous com­ 
plaint from Szliaas City, It states t hit the 
fare from San Fraccisco to Monterey, round 
trip, is §6. A singlo ticket to Castroville, 15 
miles nearer to San Francbeo. is S3 50, or §7 
round trip. The fare to Salims, riue miles 
south of Castroville and the same distance 
from San FraaciBco as Monterey, is §6 50, a 
discrimination or difference of §2 between 
Castroville and Salinas, although the price of 
a emole ticket between these two points is 
but 75 cents. 
AmoDg those present were Chos. Crncker, 
Judge Sanderson, T. II. Goodman and Frank 
S. Douty. The latter being aworn presen'.ed 
an answer to the question asked by Mr. Foote 
»t the last meeting concerning the exact cost 
of the Southern Pacific road to the Western 
Development Company. Mr. Doufy’s answer 
being from the records was that tho average 
cost per mile of this road, from a point near 
Sumner to Sen Fernando, from Goshen to 
Huron, and from Spadra to the bank of the 
Colorado river, was $29,562 04, or for 401 91 
mile», §11,969,965 60. Tbero have baen re­ 
ceived bonds and stock cf §72,000 per mile, 
or $29,153,520. This was tho cost of the main 
contract. One mile alone of tbe rosd—the 
part near the San ’Fernando tunnel—cost 
about $1,560,000. 
Ifir. Foote propounded further questions to 
witness, acd asked if ths witness knew what 
had finally become of the stock and thábonds 
of tbe Western Development Company. 
The question was objected to by S. W. San­ 
derson, upon the ground that it was immate­ 
rial to the information detired. 
Mr. Crocker sustained Judge Sanderson’s 
point. Ho arid he thought it should be first 
found if tbo bonds of tho road were actually 
worth more then §'29,000 or the cost per mile. 
If it could bo shown that the road might have 
gone upon the market and disposed of its 
bonds for mere than the actual cost, then 
tbe qu.-siirp, ho_ thought, would be relevant. 
Mr. Foote insisted upon an answer to his 
ques'.ior, and in reply Mr. Crocker spoke at 
some length, referring to the great benefit 
of this road to the Stats, and that he thought 
ik ill beciine a people to question ¡he minor 
workings oi tbe coustiuction of t.ue road. 
It was completed at a great risk, and never 
wtuld have paid a cent if it had not been 
pushed through and connected with ih« 
South. The people now cught not to com­ 
plain, bs raid, if the compmy or capitalists 
made a little money out of railroads. 
Mr. Carpenter decided that the question of 
tfce final dhprsition of the bonds referred to 
was a matter, as he thought, wholiy outside 
of the require menta cf the Board. What be­ 
came of tnem cannot affect the deiiberoti ms 
of the Commissioners. 
Mr. Foote opposed the Chairman's decision 
and pressed his question. 
Mr. Crocker said that be from the first had 
wished to havo tho Board and thu public un­ 
derstand that he bad nothing to conceal con­ 
cerning his methods of building railroads. If 
the company at that time had sold the bonds 
they would only have received 17 1 per cent. 
The road-has been carried all along, and is 
now only beginning to pay. 
The Board sustained Mr. Sanderson’s ob­ 
jection, Humphrey and Carpenter voting aye 
and Foote no. 
Mr. Foote endeavored to get the same 
question answered through another form, but 
it was ruled out like its predecessor He than 
explained at length what hi desired by the 
point raised. 
Mr. Crocker replied to Mr. Foote, statmg 
that if outside interests entirely had been 
considered in the construction of the roads 
across the desert, if outside men—men not 
citizens of the State—had built these road*, 
then nothing would havo been said; but since 
a few individual eil’zics of the Blate of Cali­ 
fornia had staked their all and bniit these 
roads, it is a crime. “ Yes. sir, I repeat it. a 
crime !” Of course ths railroads cheapened 
rates of transportation. It reduced them 100 
per cent.—50 per cent. 1 mean—one-half. 
The roads havo cheapen'd tho rates and 
built up the co’intry. Why, even the mer­ 
chants of this city, in a public meeting, said 
that the railroad rates were being reduced to 
such a figure that it wculd not pay to run 
ships in opposition. 
Being questioned by Mr. Foote, Mr. 
Crocker stated that $51,000,000 of the stock 
and bonds of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
had been paid to contractors. 
Mr. Foote asked if aoy cf tfce stock of the 
Central Pacific Railroad had been given by 
ths Contract and Finance Company to 
Messrs. Stanford, Huntington, Hopkins or 
Crocker. 
Judge Sanderson objected to tho question 
on the ground of irrelevancy. Tho objection 
was sustained by the affirmative votes of 
Commissioners Carpenter and Humphreys. 
Mr. Crocker stated that all the «tock be 
had received had been obtained honestly and 
fairly. 
Judge Sanderson spoke concerning the con­ 
struction of the Southern Pacific Railroad, 
and the small am mnt that hail been received 
by the company in payment. The Acts of 
Congress authorizing tho construction of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad south to the Colo­ 
rado river from San Francisco, and connect­ 
ing with the Texas Pacific at that point, and 
the construction of tho Atlantic and Pacific 
east (rom Mcjave, and connecting at the 
Needles with a westward-bound end of the 
same line, had both been passed at the same 
time. The Texas Pacific contract was not 
completed, and the Scu’ hern Pacific Railroad 
having built to tho Colorado river, was obliged 
to push the line through in order to protect 
that portion of tho lina already built. He 
referred to the many d’flkn'.tie» experienced 
by the pfojsctors of the road. It was built 
during war times. 
Mr. Crocker supplemented Mr. Sander­ 
son’s statement interrupticgiy by saying: 
“ Why, sir. we had to pay $37,000 for one 
locomotive.” 
E. H. Miller, Secretary cf tbe Central Pa­ 
cific Railroad Oompary, ws: then sworn, and 
in answer to questions' by Mr. Foote, stated 
that he never had had any connection with 
the Contract and Financo Company, He be­ 
lieved the statement of General Manager 
Towne—that the cost of the Central Pacific 
Railroad was §138,000,000—was correct. The 
tost in bond*, exclusive cf all stock, was 
§73.000,000. The company pars dividends 
when it can oa about §60,000,000 of stock. 
Mr. Foote inquired cf tho witness as to 
what disposition had been made of all the 
stock of the road, and whether it had bsea 
paid exclusively to the Directors of the Con­ 
tract and Finance Company, and to this ques­ 
tion Judge Sanderson objected. Ho said this 
was merely a former qnestion repeated, and 
that M*. Foote, chamelcon-Iike, oonatar.tly 
chmged bis color*. 
Mr. Miller said he thought M»ssrs. Stan­ 
ford, Crocker, Huntington and Hopkins had, 
in former times, held a majority of the stock, 
and that these gontleicea cow held a rasjor- 
ity cf the stock. Subsequently, however, he 
said he was not certain as to tue latter part 
of his statement. 
Mr. Foote said he had not yet the informa­ 
tion desired concerning tho.Confract and 
Finance Company, and it wan decided to 
summon Mr. Brown, a former Secretary, now 
in the employ cf the C. P. R. R. He will be 
asked to be present at a meeting next Mon- 
djy morning. 
The Board then adjourned to meet Thurs­ 
day morning at 11 o’clock.

It is well to remember that 
only a few days ago a cry came from the floor of one 
house, because the officers of the Los Angeles 
Normal School and the officers of the Blind Asylum 
did not put in an appearance to work for their 
respective institutions Had they dons 60 they 
would undoubtedly have been assaulted as 
some others were by a member "thronging the 
lobby to influence members.” The public has a 
right in the lobby, and interests assaulted by un­ 
scrupulous legislation should throng it, and climb 
over the rail and make themselves heard. The 
representatives of the people are not above the peo­ 
ple, and arc impudent when they charge honest 
citizens with attempting to influence them—heaven 
save the mark ! 


Mr. Lanhi.no, in his exhaustive paper in the 
•* Popular Science Monthly,” on the effect of rail­ 
way consolidation, says : •• The railroad, heretofore 
generally uutrammelcd by restrictive legislation, 
has been productive of more beneficent resu’ts to 
the country at large than the most sanguine enthu­ 
siast of a generation ago would have dreamed. As 
it is a human institution, it has contained also the 
faults common to humanity. These experier ce 
and interest will in time reduce to a minimum, ar.d, 
guided by the ssmc law's which in the past have pro 
duced so favorable results, its future operations 
must constantly work toward the greatest good to 
the greatest number.”

Recently we called attention to the fact 
that in the distribution of school money 
some counties received more than they paid 
in, and that this must of necessity be so, 
because the system provides for a per capita 
distribution without relation to county 
boundaries. A bill then pending ia the 
Legislature to change the manner of dis­ 
tribution was a vicious measure and struck 
at the most vital part of the free school 
system. It drew out our observations and 
was defeated. Last week it dawned upon 
the San Francieco Bulletin that San Fran­ 
cisco was paying more to the tchopl fund 
than she receives from the State. It fol­ 
lowed up its discovery with a long and al­ 
together remarkable article, severely criti­ 
cising the method of distribution, and 
solely on the ground of its “ inequality,” 
so-called. It pointed out what is unde­ 
niably a fact, that in some years there are 
changes which place some counties first 
on the debit, and then on the credit side of 
th9 account, while a few counties are 
always on the creftit side, and notably so 
San Francisco. The conclusion drawn by 
our contemporary was that the whole sys­ 
tem was wrong, and to give force to that 
judgment it used this language: “ They 
(the countiea which pay in excess) are the 
thralls of the State. * * * It would 
be more equitable aud economical for each 
county to support its own schools.” Sur­ 
prised and pained at this remarkable state­ 
ment from bo able and usually clear-Bighted 
a journal, we expressed our regret that it 
should have taken a position that must 
class it with the enemies of the public 
school system. 
Perceiving that it had 
hastily uttered an unwise thing, and voiced 
sentiments wholly at variance with its rep­ 
utation as a friend of free institutions, the 
Bulletin, in its leader of Monday, hastens 
to set itself right, but we are unwilling that 
it shall do so at our expense. It says: “ The 
R eco rd U nion, unintentionally, perhaps, 
dees us injustice when it intimates that 
we are opposed to the distribution of 
money by the State for the 6uppcrt of the 
common schools. There is no appropria­ 
tion within the bounds of reason which the 
Bulletin is not prepared to uphold. “ We 
aro pleased to see our contemporary place 
itself properly on record in this matter. 
We “ intimated ” nothing in cur first arti­ 
cle ; we simply quoted its own language, 
concerning which there can be no mistake. 
To compel each county to support its own 
schools, as the Bulletin expressed it, is to 
deprive them of State aid. The wealthy 
communities would thu3 unduly enjoy free 
educational advantages not possible to the 
remote and eparsely settled districts. But 
we have no disposition to go over the well- 
worn ground cgaiD. The system is a right 
one, and any attempt to break it up will 
find in the R eco rd -U n io n an uncompro­ 
mising enemy. The Bulletins criticisms 
as to the faults of the school census and 
the possible mistakes of Census Marshals, 
and the careles:ness, even the possible 
criminality of some of, them, are 
proper 
enough. 
If 
there are er­ 
rors in the method of ascertaining 
the number of census children, let them 
be corrected. All human institutions are 
fallable, but that is no reason for their de­ 
struction or abandonment. We have al­ 
ready shown, however, that there is, in 
fact, no substantial ground for the objec­ 
tions raised by cur contemporary. It de­ 
duces error solely from the fact that the 
census reports vary bo much from year to 
year as to place some counties at one time 
on the debit side of the balance Bheet, and 
at another on the credit side. This is due 
to the peculiar character of our population, 
which is not a settled one, and which, in 
the sparsely populated regions, shows from 
year to year remarkable changes in popula­ 
tion. The statistical showings of older 
countries upon which actuaries base their 
calculations do not obtain here with cer­ 
tainty. For instance, the group of chil­ 
dren within school age (5 to 17) does not 
replenish in exact proportion with ex­ 
haustion ; the proportion between adults 
and minors is not here found to be the 
same as in other sections of the Union, etc. 
But while on this subject, and sinc9 the 
Bulletin thinks that San Francisco con­ 
tributes unduly to the school funds of the 
State, in which opinion it is certainly in 
error, let us call its attention to the fact 
that San Francisco avoids and escapes the 
payment of her just proportion to the 
school fund. Instead of being “ the thrall 
of the State,” she deliberately and con­ 
stantly cheats the State. It is not prob­ 
able that her School Census Marshals are 
more honest, or imbued with higher moral 
sentiments than the Marshals of the rural 
districts, which are, at least poetically, 
considered to be the abiding places cf the 
highest forms of virtue. But if we may 
admit that metropolitan Marshals make 
perfect records, and report the exact num­ 
ber of (Jhildren for whom the State funds 
are to be drawn, while the country Mar­ 
shals faleify and report children as yet un­ 
born, in order to increase the per capita 
aggregate, will the Bulletin explain how it 
is that San Francisco falsely reports her 
poll tax collections. 
The poll taxes 
go into the school funds, the dis­ 
tribution of which so troubles our 
neighbor? According to the laBt report 
of the State Controller San Francisco, with 
42,739 poll taxes admitted for 18S2, paid 
into the State Treasury but $41,255 25 in­ 
stead of $85,478, which Bhe should have 
paid. But she even cheated the State in 
her report of poll taxes, for she cast, say 
44,000 votes, as a low figure. Now it is 
established that the aliens liable to poll 
tax in San Francisco far exceed the voters 
exempt by reason of having reached the 
age of GO. 
But admitting that the one 
class offsets the other, and still San Fran­ 
cisco returned in 18S1 but 32,347 poll taxes 
against 44,000 voters, and in 1882 but 42,­ 
739, against 44,000 voters. We believe 
that thus far Chinese are not permitted to 
vote in the city by the sea, although they 
are required to pay their poll taxes with a 
promptness that frequently astonishes 
them. On the other hand Sacramento, 
casting in 1SS0 0,709 votes, reported in 1881 
7,426, and in 1882*7,046 poll taxes, and 
collected in all the money for 1881, except 
$1,383, and in 1SS2 all the taxes reported 
and $599 in excess, after payment of a 
liberal commission to Collectors in each 
case.gLos Angeles, with 0,080 voters, re- 
tarns but 3,100 poll taxes, and Santa 
Clara, with 0,048 voters, returns but 4,033 
poll taxes. Does not our contemporary 
think there is greater need for reform 
in the method of taking the poll tax census 
and of collecting 'the poll taxes for the 
school fund, than in the method of dis­ 
bursing Bchool moneys ?

—A County Government Bill Passed. 
The Senate met at 10 A. M., President Daggett in 
the chair. 
Chandler moved to suspend the rules end take up 
out of order Wairath’s A. B. 30?, to provide for the 
examination and auditing of all unpaid claims aris­ 
ing uncer an Act to promote drainage, approved 
April 23,18S0; to require County Treasurers to pay 
over moneys in their hands collected under said Act, 
end t) provide for a pro rata distribution among the 
c<aunante of all moneys collected under said Act. 
The motion was lost by a v te of 18 ayes to 17 no:s. 
Tho county government bill came back from the 
Assembly, with a message that the Assembly had 
concurred iu tac Senate amendments with certain 
exceptions. 
The tax levy bill was taken up and passed. 
The Senate refnsed to recede from some cf its 
amendments and receded from others. . 
Lynch moved to suspend the rules and take up A. 
B. 71, relative to a reduction of the present port 
charges, and known os the “ pil t bill.” The mo­ 
tion was lost bv a vote of 23 ayes to 14 no: s. 
Lynch moved that the bill be made the special 
order for 2 p. m. 
The Chair ruled that it would take a two thirds 
vote.Lynch appealed from the decision of the Chair, 
but the Chair was unanimously sustained. 
The notion to make the bill the special order was 
lost by a vote of 22 aj’es to 15 noes. 
Kellogg moved to take up out of order A. B. 303, 
to decl&ie Feather river navigable. The motion 
was lost by a vote of 1C ayes to 22 noee. 
A message was received from the Governor, an­ 
nouncing his approval of S. B. 327, amending the 
law in regard to the management of tho Napa In­ 
sane Asylum ; S. B. 74, amending the Code iu rela­ 
tion to damages committed by dogs to sheep and 
goats ; S. B. 110, to amend the Political Code relat­ 
ing to the absence of fctate officers from the State ; 
3. B. 130, appropriating money for the completion 
of the Branch Normal School building at Los 
Angeles; S. B. 356, appropriating money for the 
erection of a building and the improvement of 
grounds at the Napa Insane Asylum ; S. B. 85, Kel- 
logg*8 cue bill; and S. B. CS, appropriating money 
for the support of the Mining Bureau. 
A. B. 532, supplemental to the general appropri­ 
ation bill, appropriating $*200 for contingent ex­ 
penses of the Controller’s office, was declared a case 
of urgency and passed; also A. B. 524, to pay defi­ 
ciencies for payment of rewards offered by the Gov­ 
ernor for the 321 fiscal year; also A. B. 259. to 
amend the Political Corle relative to the general per­ 
manent powers of Boards of Supervisors, and fixing 
licenses. 
After recess the Congressional apportionment bill 
was taken up on its passage. 
On motion of Del Valle a call of the Senate was 
ordered. 
After tho bill had been read a third time McClure 
raised the print of order that as the Senate on Mon­ 
day had adopted a substitute changing the whole 
bi 1, it could not come up for passage at this time, 
not having been read three times in each fcpuse as 
required by the Constitution. 
The Chair ruled that the point was not well taken. 
Kelly of Solano moved to recommit the bill, with 
special instructions to amend it so that it would be 
the same as the original Del Valle bill. Tho motion 
was lost by a vote of 10 as es to 28 noes. 
The bill was then paes^d by a vote of 2S ayes to 10 
noes.

McClure asked leave to file a pretest rgavnst the 
manner in which the biil was passed, signed by the 
Republican members. 
Englirii moved to lay the protest on the table, but 
thf motion was lost. 
The bill as it passed the Senate, and subsequently 
the Assembly, id as follows :

The counties of San Benito, Monterey, 
San Luis Obispo, Santa Barbara, Ventura, Kern, 
Tulare, Fresno, Alpine, Mono, Invo, San Bernar­ 
dino, Los Angeles and San Diego, shall comprise the 
Sixth Congressional District. 
A message was received from the Governor re­ 
turning, without his approval, S. B. 348, appropri­ 
ating money for the improvement of the Yosemite 
Valiev. His objections are that the amount is ex­ 
cessive, that 8H',000 would have been sufficient, and 
that the expenditures arc to be entirely under con­ 
trol of the Ycsemite Valley Commissioners and not 
audited by the State Board of Examiners. 
Chandler made another unsuccessful attempt to 
get up the Walrath Drainage Act claims bill. 
The following bills were read a third time and

A. B 1H$, to make an appropriation to pay a de­ 
ficiency in the appropriation for the thirty third and 
thirty-fourth fiscal yearn; A. B. 477, to provide for 
the erection of a wail at the State Prison at Folsom, 
and A. B. f03, to authorize the Common Council, 
Board of Tructses or other governing body of any 
incorporated city or town, to refund its indebted­ 
ness, to ¡¿sue bonds therefor, and provide for the 
payment of the same. 
A. B. 462, to authorize cities to erect and main­ 
tain draw bridges across navigable btreams that flow 
throu.h or penetrate the boundaries of such cities, 
failed to pass, by a vote of 15 ayes to 15 nocS. 
Various re o!uth ns were introduced and adopted, 
approprixring various sums out of the contingent 
fund of the Senate. 
The Governor’s message vetoing S. B. 318, above 
mentioned, was tiken up. Vrooman said that the 
Governor had signed appropriations to the amount 
of $500,000 during the sesrioif.tbat were open to tho 
same objection that he raisei against this bill—that 
the expenditures were not. to be paPBcd upon by tho 
State Board of Examiners. He thought all of the 
positions of the Governor in his message untenable. 
The question being, “ Shall the bill become a law 
notwithstanding the objections of the Governor ’.'” 
the vote stood 16 ayes to 19 toes. 
On motion of Knight, the 8enate took up and 
passed, as a case of urgency, A. B. 440, to pro­ 
vide for the disposal cf moneys remaining in the 
building fund of any school district, after all bonds 
and indeb'edness rinll have been paid and liqui­ 
dated, arising from the construction of echool build­ 
ings.On motion of Reynold?, Ryan’s A. B. 5G, to pro­ 
vide for the destruction of coyotes, was taken up 
out of order, declared a ca3e of urgency, considered, 
aud passed by a vote of 33 ayes.

When the bill was on its passage, McClure, in a 
facetious spirit, asked Reynolds to explain the pro­ 
visions of the bill. He replied : “ It is to cinch the 
coyotes, from the Sierras to the sea,” which brought 
forth a storm of applause and unrestrained laughter. 
On motion of Taj lor, Caminetti’s bid relating to 
the auditing of the accounts of the Immigration 
Committee was declared a case of urgency and 
pissed. 
Kellogg moved to take up out of order A. B. 303, 
to declare Feather river navigable to a certain point. 
He said th »t the bill was an anti-monopoly bill. Its 
object was to allow the farmers on the banks of the 
river t? transport their grain upon steamers and 
barges instead of being compelled to ship it all by 
rail. He exhibited a petition signed by some 600 
cit'zens of Butte county in favor of the bill. 
Chand er strongly opposed the motion, and Taylor 
favored it. 
The motion prevailed, and the bill was read a 
first time. 
Kellogg moved that the const5tutional provision 
be su* pended and the bid placed ou its passage. 
The nu'-tion was lost by a vote of 18 ayes to 17 
noes. 
On motion of Whitney, A. B. 127, to prevent the 
introduction ot contagious cr infectious diseases 
iu to the State, was declared a case of urgency aud 
passed. 
On motion of Spencer of Napa, the bill increasing 
the salary of the clerk of the State Board of Equali­ 
zation was declared a case of urgency and passed. 
The* Assembly concurrent resolution relative to 
adjournment was made tbe special order for 8:30 
p. u.On motion of Baldwin, the Senate took up and 
adopted A. C. R. 43, relative to tbe Moquelemos 
land grant. 
On motion of Johnson, the Assembly concurrent 
resolution relative to the viticultural interests was 
taken up and adopted. 
The Asembly amendments to Dougherty’s plumb­ 
ing bill were concurred in, and also amendments to 
several other bills. 
At 6 o’clock the Senate tock a recess, and re­ 
assembled at 8. 
McClure moved to take up out of order Cutter’s 
bill relating to the manner of commencing civil ac­ 
tions and the service of summons therein. 
The motion was lost by a vote of 14 ayes to 17 
noes. 
A message was received from the Governor an­ 
nouncing his approval of S. B. 369. to amend Sec­ 
tion 2137 of the Political Code, relating to insane 
asylum 1 ; 8. B. S33, to provide for tbe erection t f a 
building at the Stockton Insane Asymin ; substi­ 
tute for S. B. 3, to establish a State B^ard of Horti­ 
culture ; S. B. 82, to pay the salary of the reporter 
of ¿ec’sions of the Supreme Court; S. B. 212. for 
the relief of John W Metcalf, aud the bill to pay 
James Saulfcry for personal injuries. 
On motion of McClure, A. ii. 290, to provide for 
the probationary treatment of juvenile delinquent?, 
was taken up out of order, declared a case of 
urgency and passed. 
M.ddox, from the Committee on State Library, 
made a report highly complimentary to the State 
Librarian, Talbot H. Wallis. 
At 8:30 the Senate took up and adopted tbe As­ 
sembly concurrent resolution fixing tbe time of ad­ 
journment sine die at 12 r. m. 
On motion of Fraser the Senate took up out of 
order and pawed Irwin’s bill, authorizing Superior 
Judges to execute ceitxin trusts heretofore exer­ 
cised by County Judges in relation to town lands 
granted to unincorporated towns. 
Various resolutions were reported back from the 
Committee on Contingent Expenses and adopted. 
At 9 o’clock the tenate decided to act upnn ro 
more hills, and the Chair declared motions and 
resolutions to be in order. 
Routier introduced a resolution, which was 
adopted, giving the pages each $30 extra pay. 
Murphy introduced a resolution, which was unani­ 
mously ad< pted, highly complimentary to the 
Sergeant-at-Arms, 1.

The U oohic'.tEurder In Santa C lara Coun­ 
ty 
San Jose, March 13‘.h.—Coroner Harris 
went to Los Gatos tc-day to hold an inquest 
over the remains of W. P. Renowden and 
Archie McIntyre, who wcro murdered in the 
hills above L xirgton on Sunday night. From 
the testimony it appeared that tbe tiro was 
first seen at 1 A. M. Monday, and at the same 
time several rhots were heard. These thots 
must have come from a rflj aud two ehot- 
guns which were found ia the ruins, the 
charges having been exploded by the heat of 
the tire. An autopsy on the body of Renow­ 
den she.wed two bullet wounds in the breast, 
one of the shots penetrating rhe left lung and 
the other the right aorta. The last shot muet 
have caused instant death. As his body was 
found in the grass fifty foet from the house, 
it is evident that he must have gone outside 
befors the house was firsd, and sfter being 
killed the house was ransacked by the mur­ 
derer and then fired. The 
remains 
of 
McIntyre was found where his 
bed stood, resting on his rfle. The 
examination Bhowed several pieces of 
lead on tho breast bone. The theory is 
that he must have been killed first and before 
he could use his rill>. L. L. Majors, a 
saloon-keeper of Lcs Gatos, testified that on 
Saturday night Joe Jewell, a painter, who 
had been in town a few months, borrowed an 
English bull-dog piitel of him, ostensibly fcr 
protection in San Jose. Previously Majors 
had bought for him a tox of cartridges, No. 
41. The bull dog was 41 caliber. Near the 
ruios of tho house empty cartridge shells were 
found, some of which we re 41 and some 44. 
Dn Sunday night at 10 o’clock, before the fire 
was discovered, Jewell again came to Majors' 
salooD, knocking at a side door. He was 
taken to a bed room, and there fcund to 
have réctived a pistol wound in the 
head, which had furrowed the scalp 
three inches. 
Oae of his fingers was 
also broken. He said he had a fight at San 
Jose the night before, and would have to leave 
town fora few weeks. His object in seeing 
Majors was to get a flask of whisky aud bid 
him good-by. Another witness testified to 
finding a paint sack, a pair of overalls, two 
• ats and the upper part of a boot. There 
was, blood on the boot, as if the wearer of it 
had been wounded iu the foot, aud had cut 
the boot rff. On Sunday night two horses 
were taken from tho stable of Showers, a 
farmer, and since then John Showers, hie 
son, aged 21, has been missing. It ia sup­ 
posed that Jewell and Showers are the muí- 
dererB. 
Iaaat night both were arrested in Gilroy, 
but Jewel! got away before he reached the 
jail. Renowden was 01 years of age, and a 
native of Ireland. McIntyre was 40 years 
old, and a native of Canada. Both men were 
unmarried, and well fixed financially. The 
excitement there is extreme, as both men 
were highly respected. 
Murderous A ttack Tpon a Law yer. 
Red Bluff, March 13‘,h.—At noon tc-day 
James Barry made a murderous attack upou 
ex-D.s'.tict Attorney Matlock, at tbe latter's 
residence. Barry was sentenced from this 
county to serve 24 years in San tjuentio on a 
charge of forgery iu 1877. He supposed that 
Matlock prosecuted him, when in fact the 
latter was his attorney. Jerome Banks at 
'he time was Prosecuting Attorney. Mat­ 
lock was working ia his yard, when Barry 
op -reached him and insulted him. Matlock 
ordered him to quit the premises, when Barry 
threw his hand to his hip pocket and drew a 
pistol, but Matlock, who had a shovel in his 
hand at the time, struck Bsrry over the back, 
compelling him to fall beck, at the same time 
closing the door upon him, leaving him in the 
street.

THE ELECTION. 


The city election yesterday, for a portion 
of the municipal officers, passed off with com­ 
parative quiet. The chief slruggles were 
made over the candidacy for Trustee and for 
Auditor. 
The vote wa3 over three hundred 
abort of the usual city vote. 
There were no 
events of special interest at the polls to 
chronicle. 
The absence from the polls of 
business men and those having large interests 
in the city was noticeable. 
But a few of 
these appeared, save to vote. 
It was ex­ 
pected 
that 
there 
wouid 
be 
a large 
force of workers at 
the 
polling places 
from among the 
class 
mentioned, but 
they did not put in an appearance in any 
great jjumbers. 
There was, however, a very 
active canvass throughout the day on the 
business streets. The vote (two-thirds being 
required) on the proposition to contribute 
.*<30,000 in aid of the fur,.;1, for a new Pavilion 
for the Stale Agricultural .Society was prac­ 
tically unacirnoui. Upon that question busi­ 
ness men and proparty-owcera were actively 
at work for two weeks prior to the election, 
and up to yesterday m rain , when it be­ 
came evident that what opposition there was 
to 
tho 
mestura 
had 
been practically 
overcome. 
Tho 
close 
cm test 
between 
Mr. Knox 
and 
Mr. Neilsen 
is 
ac­ 
counted for 
in various 
ways 
by the 
friends of the candidates. 
Some charge that 
tho most of the German voters united on 
Mr. Neilsen ; others that “ trades” were 
frequent to Mr. Knox’s disadvantage, and in 
aid ot other candidates on his ticket; others 
that the friends of Mr. Knox were too con­ 
fident, and did not turn out r.3 they would 
have done had they deemed the opposition to 
him bo formidable. 
It is generally conceded 
that the period for making a canvass after 
his nomination was_ altogether too short, as 
it embraced but one" day, tho primary haviDg 
beon held Saturday afternoon. 
On the side 
of Mr. Neilsen his friends claim bis close 
vote to be due to the pledges made for him 
by his platform, and the desire of many 
voters to have an effort mado to “ run” the 
city government oh a one per cant, tax rate. 
Tho large vote for Mr. Knox is by his friends 
claimed to repioecnt the opinion that the 
specific écheme outlined in the Neilsen plat­ 
form is impracticable, and that Mr. Knox’s 
piomise to do all in htipowir to secure econo­ 
my in the administration of city affairs was 
sufficient pledge. To this was added the ad­ 
mitted competency cf Mr. Knox for the du­ 
ties of the office, as evidenced by past ser­ 
vices in tho position. The political issue as 
to these two h>d less influence and signifi­ 
cance than the nthere mentioned. 
This is 
shown by the large vote for the winners be­ 
low the Trusteeship, and where the party 
lines were more clearly defined. 
Young men 
mado a special effort for Mr. Buckley, giving 
him his very large majority. 
Between 
Messrs. McKee and Burke the fight was very 
largely one of personal choice of voters be­ 
tween two popular citizens.

THE 
BOND 
CASES 
IN 
COBB?. 
THE 
CIRCUIT 


The case of E. D. Kennedy vs. tl^f City of 
Sacramento occupied the entire day yesterday 
in the Circuit Conrt of the United S fates. It 
was argued by W. A. Anderson and A. P. 
Catlin f r the city, and J. W. Winans fur the 
plaintiff. This case involves the turn of 89,­ 
916, coupons of 1879-89-81, and proseáis the 
questions: Can the city bs sued ? Has the Act 
of 1858, under which the bonds were issued, 
been repealed ? 
It was urged upon argument by the plain­ 
tiff that the provisions of the Acts of 1858 
snd 1863, which declare that the city of Sac­ 
ramento shall not be sued, is unconstitutional 
under Section 33 i f Article IV. of th« old 
Constitution, and S.ction 4 of Article X II. 
of the new Constitution. Also, that this pro­ 
vision would impair the obligation of con­ 
tracts made prior to the passage of the Act ef 
1858 ; that such a provision as that contained 
in the charter of Sacramento is absolutely 
void; that the constitutional provisions re­ 
ferred to eay that a corporation can sue or be 
sued, and that this means that municipal cor­ 
porations can be sued, even though the stat­ 
ute may declare otherwise. It was also 
olaimed that the original indebtedness was 
created under the Act of 1851, which pro­ 
vided that the city might be sued. 
Counsel for the city argued that the consti­ 
tutional inhibition cited did not apply to 
municipal corporations, and that the Supreme 
Court of this State had so held, and that 
when the Legislature made an exception in 
favor of any municipal corporation, it was an 
exercise of sovereign power in favor of one of 
tho agents of the State, which is also a part 
of the sovereign piwer of the State; that 
municipal corporations are mere instruments 
of the State, and that their power may be 
prescribed, enlarged or withdrawn at the 
pleasure of the Legislature, and that when 
the Legislature granted the exemption it was 
lo endow the city with the same sovereign 
power that the State itself possessed; that 
the Act of 1851 could not be invoked because 
the creditors took a new obligation under the 
Act of 1858 with the conditions in that Act 
named, and also the Act of 1851 was absolutely 
repealed. It was also argued that even though 
the city of Sacramento could be sued under the 
constitutional provision, all the taxes, revenue, 
property, cboses in action, etc , were express­ 
ly exempt from any process, mesne or final, 
so that even if a judgment could bo ob­ 
tained, it could not be enforced; that the 
Legislature had a right to change the char­ 
ter, even to the extent of rendering the 
municipal corporation extinct, and in this 
connection referred to the celebrated Mem­ 
phis case reported in 102 U. S. Tie nor Is, 472, 
also to eas;3 reported in 39 Cal., 270, and 43 
Cal., 540. There are many line law points 
and nice constitutional questions involved in 
this cose, which, in reality, affects about 
§1,700,000 of Sacramento city bond?. 
Judge Sawyer during tho argument said 
that, upon the general question of the power 
to sue municipal corporations in the absence 
of any statutory inhibition, he had decided 
that question within the past few days in the 
Spring Valley Water Works cas». 
The case was submitted, with the under­ 
standing that plaintiff should file his brief 
within ten days, and the defendant to have 
twenty days thereafter to file its brief. 
The other case a/ainst the city of Sacra­ 
mento in the same Court by tho same plain­ 
tiff, which involved the question of thestatute 
of limitation?, was continued for the term.
